34,000 PERSONS DEAD 
IN PAST SEVEN DAYS 


Indian Government is Fighting 
Dread Disease With Fire, But 
So Far Has Not Been 
' Able to Check Its 

Spread. 


Calcutta, March 9.—The deaths from 
the plague last week numbered 34,00c: 
Statistics show that the deaths from bu- 
bonic plague jin India within a few yearg 
reach nearly 3,000,000. In 1903 the mor- 
tality in India from the plague alone 
wags 850,000. The number of deaths re- 
corded last week, while extraordinary, is 
not unprecedented. 

The infection recently spread to Bur- 
mah, where it is making rapid strides. 
This season of the year always favors its 
spread. The Indian government is mak- 
ing every effort to eradicate the disease, 
destroying by burning whole sections of 


towns and. segregating the inhabitants. | 
That owing to the climate and the san- 


itary conditions of the outlying districts 
and native sections of the towns it is 
difficult to cope with the epidemic which 
breaks out continually at fresh points. 
The deaths are said to be 90 per cent of 
those infected. As a result of the plague 
the labor supply for the manufacturing 
centers has seriously depreciated. f6§o 
long has the plague existed in India that 
the native population regard it callously. 

The Lancet recently announced the 
probable appointment of a commission 
emposed of scientific investigators, who 
will assist the plague department of India 
in the work of eradication.. Since the 
outbreak at Bombay in 1896 that town 
has not been free from the plague, which 
has ravageg the entire presidency and 
is gradually spr g throughout = India. 
Its victimg are chiefly natives.

Clause 12, of the will, leaves $50,000 to 
Mrs. Bennett in trust with no purpose, 
while the. sealed letter says that the 
money js left to William J. Bryan. The 
supreme court holds that the superior 
court is right in deciding that the clatige 
is inoperative In its decision the su- 
preme court today says in part: 

‘No effect ean be given this ‘sealed let- 
ter’ as a part of the will, even if evidence 
was offered to prove that it was in exis- 
tence and known to the testator at the 
time the will was excuted. To treat this 
letter as an operative declaration of 
trust would be, in effect, to hold that 
testamentary disposition of property could 
be made by an instrument not executed in 
conformity with the statutes regulating 
such transfers of properties.’

TROOPS ARE BATTLING 
STARVING CONDITION 


Question Now Not One of Tactics 
But of Whose Strength and Car- 
tridges Will Last the Longer. 
Russians Are Amazed at 
Bravery of Japs, 


Mukden, March 9.—4 a. m.—Midnight 
closed the tenth day of the titantic 
struggle for the possession of Mukden 
and the mastery of a vast empire, the 
tenth day of unceasing conflict under ex- 
ploding shrapnel, the roar of cannon and 
the whistling of bulfets; the tenth day 
without sleep and without food. The 
combat is fast reaching a point where 
it is a question not so much of turning 
columns, of tactics and of strategy 4s 
of whose strength, energy or cartridges 
‘will jast the longer. 

Gray-coated Russians, patient, uncom- 
plaining, strong of soul, cling doggedly 
to positions against an enemy whose at- 
tacks go to the very point of insanity 


the Japanese have not eaten. They are 
starving and exhausted, but Field Mar- 
shal Oyama himself has told them that 
the city will fall and the slaughter stop 
on Friday, and their confidence in their 
leader increased their strength tenfold. 


Japs Prefer Death to Surrender. 
On Wednesday, when the Russians took 
Ushuntun, a few dozen Japanese clung 
to the thick walled temple and refused all 
overtures to surrender. Cannon were 
brought wp and breached the walls, but 
the dare-devil courage of the defenders 
continued under the fire, and finally, when 
defense was hopeless, they blew them- 
selves skyward with the ruins of the 
temple. One survivor, rather than sur- 
render, threw himself into a _  ~stone- 
rimmed well and perished. And yet the 
rank and file and inferior leaders, stern 
in their sense of duty, are as unsparing 
of themselves as of the men whom they 
led to death. Stern Oyama drives and 
drives his troops northward to encircle 
the city. 

‘With every flanking movement, the iron 
band closed nearer the raflroad, and un- 
Cér thts menace the first and 
armies -were forced last night to aban- 
don the mighty fortifications on the 
Shakhe river, give up the impregnable 
Poutiloff hill, and retire to the line of the 
Hun river. 

Today the Japanese are pushing their 
cClumns north and northeast, bombard- 
ing villages which are keyg of the de- 
fense, and hurling men, some of them 
campaign; &nd 
others middle-aged reserves fresh from 
Japan, against Russian positions. Often 
they are repulsed and sometimes they 
maSter the advanced line, but at enor- 
mous cost. 

Individuals and small parties have 
reached the -railroad, cut the telegraph 
wires and dislodged a few rails, but the 
damages were quickly repaired, and the 
perpetrators killed. 


WARSAW SHOMS PLEASURE 
OVER-THE FALL OF MUKDEN.

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STRIKE SEEMS 
~ TOBE ON WAKE 


Improved Conditions Reported 
on New York Lines, 


Most Inieresting Development is the 
Action of National Labor Lead- 
ers in Repudiating Strike. 
Subway Service Near- 
ly Perfect, 


New York, March 9.—Seventy  police- 
men, detailed to duty around and in the 
subway barns at One Hundred and 
Forty--fifth street and Lemox avenue, 
were notified by a police roundsman in 
charge shortly after midnight that the 
strikers intended trying to stop all trains 
on the subway.and elevated roads at | 
o'clock and thtat they intended doing 
as much damage by violence at that 
hour as they could. 

Two hundred strikers assembled at the 
corner of One Hundred and Forty-third 
street and Lenox avenswe shortly before 
2 o’clock Friday morning. 

Police reserves were sent to the Inter- 
borough Company’s station at One Hun- 
dred and Forty-third street and Third 
avenue, the Bronx, in response to hur- 
ried appeals sent through police head- 
quarters from the Interborough Compa- 
ny’s watchman at that place. 

New York, March 9.—The most inter- 
esting development in the subway and 
elevated railway strike situation in New 
York today was the stand taken by some 
of the national labor leaders in repudiat- 
ing the action of the local leaders who 
ordered and are conducting the strike. 

The first intimation the public had that 
the strike was not indorsed by the na- 
tional unions came in a statement from 
Grand Chief Warren §S. Stone, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, tv 
which the motormen belong. Mr. Stone 
insisted that the strike was a violation of 
the laws of the national union, the men 
having broke their contract with the in- 
terborough company. He ordered the men 
to report for duty, failing which, expul- 
sion from the order is threatened. 
Statement of Stone. 

Following is the statement of Grand 
Chief Stone, of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers: .- 

“The present strike now going on by 
men claiming to represent the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers is in direct 
violation of our law. It is not recognized, 
nor will it be supported by our organiza- 
tion. The contract entered into Septem- 
ber, 1904, between the interborough com- 
pany and the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, we recognize to be as binding 
today as it was when signed, and loyal 
members-ef the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers are.instructed to at once 
report jfor duty and comply with the 
terms of the agreement. Members re- 
fusing ‘10 do 80° Wil? be expelled from 
membership in our organization. 

‘It. has been reported to me that many 
of our members have been misled by 
statements that the grand officers had 
given consent to this strike. This is not 
correct; no request was made nor granted 
nor were the officefs of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers consulted in the 
present situation.”’ 

William L, Jencks, head of the local 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, de- 
clared that he did not recognize Mr. 
Stone’s statement as having any influ- 
ence upon him or upon the strike. 

‘Mr. Stone cannot dictate to me,” said 
(Mr. Jencks. ‘Shall he tell us whether 
we ehall have supper or not? The men 
were ordered out, are out and will stay 
out unti] the strike is won. Things are 
going beautifully and prospects were 
never brighter for us since the strike was 
begun.’’ 

Cheered by Men. 

Jencks made this statement in the 
midst of a group of the strikers, who 
cheered him loudly when they heard his 
words. 

Harry Johnson, secretary of the local 
union of locomotive engineers, in an in- 
terview, supported Mr. Jencks, saying the 
men would not go back to work until 
they had won their point, the local unlon 
having sufficient money to carry.on the 
strike without aid from the national 
unfon. So far he said none of the 
strikers had deserted, while do#ens of 
the strike breakers had quit and had 
been sent home by the local union. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of the lo- 
ca} leaders there were indications around 
strike headquarters that at least some 
of the men were ready to give up the 
fight against the company. Those who, 
from the etart, were opposed to the 
strike, find the actions of the nationa! 
leaders an excellent excuse to return to 
their posts. Barly this evening several 
of the old subway motormen were found 
in charge of their regular trains and ad- 
mitted that they had taken Mr. Stone’s 
advice. The service in the subway to- 
night was almost perfect, the local trains 
being run during the rush hours on 
schedule fime, while the express trains 
maintained a three-minute headway, At 
no time was tnere anything resembling 
a congestion, the usual home-going 
crowds being handled without a single 
accident. On the elevated lines the ser- 
vice was not so good, this, however, 
being due to the fact that the company 
had deciGed to first perfect the running 
of trains in the subway. Tomorrow they 
expect to bring the elevated service up 
to the regular standard. , 

Messrs. Stone and W. B. Hurley left 
for Cleveland tonight. As they were leav- 
ing Mr. Stone said: “The etrike is vir- 
tually over. We have accomplished our 
mission and are going home well satis- 
fied.”’

TO OUST ADAMS 


Colorado Republicans Hope to 
Secure Sanction of Cour 


State Supreme Court Will Be Asked 
as to Power to Deciare the 
Governorship Vacant and 
Thus Legislate Adams 


Out of Office, 


Denver, Colo., March 9.—The joint com- 
mittee has sought an opinion from the 
state supreme court on the question 
whether it has power to declare the of- 
fice of governor vacant and what the 
effect of such action would be, and the 
decision of the Peabody-Adams guberna- 
torial comtest will be deferred until the 
court’s answer ig received, 

Senator Alexander, a member of the 
committee, was allowed today to amend 
his report, which favored the seating of 
Lieutenant Governor McDonald as gov- 
ernor in such a way that if it should be 
now adopted by the joint committee, 
Governor Adams would be legislated out 
of office. Alexander’s amended report 
declares that there was no legal eiec- 
tion for the office of governor held in the 
state last November, but the fesolution 
declaring Lieutenant Governor McDonald 
“the legal duly qualified governor of 
the state’ ig omitted, and the following 
substituted: 

“Resotved, That the action of the joint 
assembly in declaring Alva Adams elect- 
ed governor be hereby rescinded and re- 
voked and that a vacancy be declared in 
the office of governor.”’ 

Under the constitution, the adoption 
of the Alexander resolution would seem 
to have the effect of continuing former 
Governor Peabody in office, his legal suc- 
cessor having not been elected. That 
question, however, wil] be submitted to 
the supreme court for adjudication be- 
fore a vote is taken on any of the re- 
ports before the joint assembly. 

In the meantime the allegations of Sen- 
ator Morgan in regard to the bribery 
will be held in abeyance.

Mr. Hirsch handed the card to Thé 
Constitution for publication and made 
the following statement: 


They Know the Author. 


“I have spent all day at the hospital 
trying to straighten out matters,” Esk< 
ridge telephoned me at my residence 
Wednesday night, telling me he wanted 
to talk with me. He called at my office 
this morning and said he wanted te 
apologize for writing the card which the 
newspapers published. He told me he 
did not write the card, but had been In-« 
duced to sign it.

Recalls Incidents of President 
Davis’ Trip Thro’ Georgia 


| ‘Disttoguished Party Halted Near 


Dublin While Members Went 
Into Town to Purchase Pro- 
visions for Their Con- 
tinued Journey. 


Dublin, Ga, March 9.—(Special.)—The 


death of Hon. John H. Reagen, the last 
confederate 


surviving member of the 
states cabinet, recalls two incidents 
which make his death of more than or- 


@inary ‘nterest to the pedple of this’ 


county. 

Just two or three days before his cap- 
ture at Irwinville, Jefferson Davis, ac- 
companied By Judge Reagan and others, 
passed through this city. Dublin, at that 
time, was a very small village, contain- 
ing but two or three stores and a hand- 
ful of dwellings. The principal merchant 
in this csty was the late Judge Freeman 
H. Rowe, father of Captain Thomas H. 
Rowe;-Wwho moved to Laurens from New 
Hampshire. 

Although northern born and all of his 
relatives being stil} in the north and 
sympathizers with the federal govern- 
ment in the struggle, Judge Rowe was 
an ardent state's rights man and was 
loyal to the soutb 

It was to his store that several mem- 
bers of Jefferson Davis’ party went 
while in the city. While this party was 
engaged in securing provisions, Jeff Davis 
and others in the party stopped on a 
side road that ran around the town, now 
one of the principal streets of the city. 
In fact, the wagon train did not come 
directly througn the heart of the town, 
but wound around it, preferring to at- 
tract as little attention as possible. 


Difference of Opinion. 


There is considerable difference of opin- 
fon as to whether Jeff Davis crossed 
the Oconee river at BiacKshear’s ferry, 
which is five miles abdve Dublin, and 
eame to Dublin down the Toombsboro 
road, or crossed at the Dublin ferry. That 
he and Judge Ragan came through Dub- 
lin, hcwever, seems to be undisputed. 

The wagon train passed ,through the 
city about noon and left by what is 
known as the Telfair road. Just a short 
time after the wagon train had passed 
through the town, a lot of federal sol- 
Giers in pursuit passed threugh. As all 
of the people of Dublin were loyal to 
the core, the federals learned nothing of 
the fact that the head of the confed- 
eracy was such a short distance in ad- 
vance. 

The other incident referred to was the 
fact that the late Will Mobley, Ksq., who 
wns the son in jaw of Judge Reagan, for- 
merly lived at Laurens Hill, in this 


county. Mobley was a brilliant and hand-| 


some young fellow, and was the nephew 
of the late Hon. Charles F. Crisp, 


Disliked ‘Tie Stage. 


Mobley, like his uncle and mother, was 
an actor He did not like the stage, how. 
ever, and settled at Cochran, near which 
his mother was said to have had jand. 
The White brothers, 6f Laurens county, 
took a fancy to the young fellow and 
carried him to their large landed inter- 
exts at Laurens Hill, where he remained 
for several years, looking after their 
mercantile business. 

His uncle, Judge Crisp, learned of his 
location and took him to Washington 
with hjm as his private secretary. There 
he met and married Miss Reagan, whose 
father was tnen senator from Texas. 
Later, Mobley went to Texas and en- 
gaged in the practice of law. All of this 
time he had not forgotten his Georgia 
friends and decided to locate at Cochran 
for the practice of law. He did not re- 
main there long, however, before going 
back to Texas, where he committed sui- 
cide a few years ago.

Order for a Renewal of the 
Boycott 1s Ordered, 


Independent Producers Say That the 
Order Is an Effort to Crowd 
Them to the Wall—Evidence 
Implicating the Rail- 
roads, 


Chanute, Kans., March 9.—The Order 
of the Prarie Oil and Gas Company to 
run no more oi] below 30 degrees, which 
practically means a renewal of the boy- 
cott of the Kansas field, will, it is be- 
lieved, result disastrously to those in- 
dividuals and companies which are fig- 
uring on a return of a full buying and 
better operations, had resumed opera- 
tions. 

E. C, Martin, one of the largest pro- 
ducers in the fleld, said: 

“It is another act of defiance. It is 
another effort to crowd the Kansas pro- 
ducer to the wall. It will bring inde- 
pendent refiners here and make a mar- 
ket for fuel oil.’”’

Washington, March 9.—(Special.)—De- 
spite the fact that all the republicans of 
the foreign relations committee voted 
today in favor of the Dominican treaty 
as amended, there is as yet no certainty 
of its ratification. Indeed, some of the 
republican senators, among them Mr. 
Cullom, chairman of the comnfittee, are 
inclined to think ratification is not likely. 
It is sald that Senator Hale, of Maine, 
is One republican who will vote against 
the treaty, and the expressions of several 
others on that side of the chamber seem 
to indicate their present inclination to 
vote egainst it. With vacancies in Mis- 
souri, Delaware ahd TenrieSseé,’ and with 
a temporary vacancy from Wisconsin 
because of Governor LaFollette not hav- 
ing yet qualified, the republicans have 
fifty-two votes and the democrats thirty- 
If Mr. Hiale votes with the demo- 
crats, and with Messrs. Mitchell and Bur- 
ton, because of their trouble with the 
courts not voting, the republican vote 
is reduced to fifty-two. 

How the Democrats Stand, 

On the democratic side, Senators Clark, 


of Xrkansas, and McEnery are not here, 
both have been credited with inclination 
to vote for the treaty, as has Senator 
Newlands, of Nevada. The Newlands 
vote would offset that of Hale, with Mc- 
Enery and Clark absent, the opposition 
vote is put at thirty. That would mean 
eighty-two votes cast when the test 
comes; of these fifty-two must be for 
ratification to have the treaty carry. It 
may be there are three other democrats 
who will vote for the treaty, but there 
seems now as great Nkelihood of the 
opposition securing additional votes from 
the republican side. There are at least 
twelve republicans who have expressed 
their fear that the Santo Domingo treaty, 
in its amended shape, might prove a very 
dangerous precedent for this county. 
Whether, however, they will stand out in 
opposition to the strenuously expressed 
wishes with which the president, can 
only be known after the treaty is dis- 
cussed by the ful] senate. 

The death of General Bate means that 
consideration of the treaty cannot be 
begun before Saturday and probably not 
before Monday. There can be no ques- 
tion that the president is using al] his 
powers of persuasion upon not only 
doubtful republicans, but upon democrats 
as well, 

And white house power should not be 
underestimated.

Against the treaty: Morgan, Bacon, 
Money, Clark of Montana, and McCreary. 

There is one vacancy on the commit- 
tee, caused by the election of Senator 
Fairbanks to the vice presidency. 

Senator Morgan presented a resolution 
disclaiming the necessity for the appli- 
cation of the Monroe doctrine to the 
case of the Dominican government and 
asked to have it adopted by the commit- 
tee and offered in the senate for consider- 
ation. The sentiment in the committee 
was against the adoption of the reso- 
lution and fit was voted down. It was 
understood that in voting not to report 
the resolution the members did not ex- 
préas an opinion as to its merits, but 
that the sentiment of the senate was 
shown by the amendments which strike 
out the treaty all that part which seem- 
ed to define the Monroe doctrine ana 
gave it specific application to the San 
Domingo case. 

Statement by Hay. 

Secretary of State Hay today made a 
Statement as to the facts regarding the 
hegotiationg with San Domingo. He said: 

“I should like, if possible, to set at 
rest the confused, misleading and harm- 
ful reports concerning the negotiation not 
only of the San Domingo protocol] now 
under consideration by the senate of the 
United States, but also the instrument 
signed at San Domingo on January 21, 
which is sometimes referred to ag the 
Dillingham-Sanchez agreement. 

“It has been asserted and persistently 
repeated that the department of state 
had knowledge of the existence of the 
agreement On January 2/1, prior to the 
announcement in the public press that 
such an instrument had been signed at 
Santo Domingo city. 

“It was further stated that there was an 
intention and purpose on the part of the 
president and the department of state 
whiah looked to the hasty carrying into 
effect of some important arrangement 
with the Dominican government without 
duly submitting to the senate for its ad- 
vice and consent any instrument in the 
nature of a treaty or protocol. Neither 
the president nor any of the officials of 
the state department ever had any such 
intention or purpose. Nothing was known 
of the agreement of January 2! unsij) it 
Was learned, through the medium of the 
public press, that such an inatrugnent 
had been signed in San Domingo city. It 
was then decided that, ag many reports 
and rumors concerning the agreement 
were jeading the papers (some of which 
an- 
nexation of the island was proposed) it 
would be wise to make a etatement con- 
cerning the matter to the public to allay 
any apprehension concerning the purpose 
of the administration. 

“When this statement Was made on 
January 22 only a brief abstract of the 
arrangement whiqgh had been signed at 
Santo Domingo city had been communi- 
cated officially to the department.

“So far as I know,’ stated Captain 
English, “Chief Ball will have nothing 
to look to if he is deposed. He has 
served the city as a member of the po- 
lice force for eighteen or twenty years 
and when a man hag followed one caliing 
80 long he is rarely ever capable of fill- 
ing any other position. Ag to the rail- 
roads providing him with a place at the 
new depot I know that such is not the 
intention. It was said that I had been 
instrumental in making such a provision, 
but I have nothing to do with such mat- 
ters. The railroads are under civil ser- 
vice rules and men are promoted from 
one position to another. Outsiders are 
not taken in when men within the de- 
partment can be found to fill the posi- 
tious. Such was the case when Mr. Pat- 
terson was appointed. The statement 
that I had provided for Chief Bal) and 
that such a provision was made because 
I expected him to be defeated was to- 
tally without foundation. As I have 
said, Chief Ball will be without a posi- 
tion, #0 far as I know, if he is deposed 
as chief by the police commission.”’ 

When asked about a position having 
been provided for him at the new depot, 
Chief Ball made the following - state- 
ment yesterday: 

“I have heard absolutely nothing about 
any such provision for me, and it is not 
true. i have asked for no other kind of 
work that police work for the past sev- 
enteen years. J] have spent the best part 
of my life learning how to be a police- 
man and I scarcely know how to do any- 
thing else. I do not know how the re- 
port about the depot matter ever start- 
ed. I am sure that the first I knew 
about it was what I read in the news- 
papers. JI will go before the board on 
my record and will stand or fall by 
that,’’

SENATOR BATE 
WITH THE DEAD 


Tennessean Passes at Hotel 
Apartments in Washington, 


Believed That Death Was Due to Ex- 
posure During the Inauguration 
Ceremonies — Senator Bate 
Fought Gallantly for the 
Confederacy. 


Washington, March 9.——United States 
Senator William Brimage Bate, of Ten- 
nessee, twice governor his state, a vet- 
eran of both the Mexican and civil wars, 
rising from private to major in the con- 
federate army and for eighteen years 4 
conspicuous member of the upper house 
of congress, died at his hotel apartments 
in this city today, aged 78 years. Death 
was due to pneumonia and defective 


heart. 

Senator Bate attended the inauguration 
ceremonies on March 4, and his death is 
believed to be due primarily to exposure 
on that occasion. He euffered a slight 
chill on that day. He, however, contin- 
ued his officlal duties and occupied his 
seat in the senate Jast Tuesday. He be- 
came suddenly ill at the dinner table that 
evening and immediately called for a 
physiclan. He was put to bed and his 
condition was recognized as serious. 
Despite the efforts of his physician, he 
became steadily worse, and all hope for 
his recovery was given up yesterday. 
His lungs, however, showed improvement 
and it is probable he would have recov- 
ered but for the weakness of his heart, 
which is attributed not only to his ad- 
vanced age, but the serious strain to 
which it had been subjected by a long 
standing asthmatic condition. 

Conscious to the Last, 


Senator Bate was entirely conscious 
until his death, and realizing that the 
end was near yesterday, asked that he 
be buried aft his old home in Nashville. 
He steadily sank during the night and 
the early morning hours and passed away 
peacefully at 6 o’clock this morning. 
Gathered about his bedside when the end 
came were: Mrs. Bate, Mr. Masten, a 
grandson; Robert Cantwell, his private 
secretary; Mrs. Carmack, wife of the 
junior senator from Tennessee; Mrs. El- 
lis, of Tennessee, a close friend of Mrs. 
Bate, and the doctor and trained nurse. 
Beside the widow, two daughters, Mrs. 
Thomas F. Masten, of Texas, and Mrs. 
Childs, of Los Angeles, survive the sena- 
tor. A brother, Captain Bate, of Tennes- 
see, and a sister, Mrs. Harris, of Call- 
fornia, were sent for, but were unable 
to reach here before his death. 


Senator Bate’s remains will be taken 


to his old home at Nashville, and will be) 


interred in the Mount Olive cemetery 


there. 
Senator Bate took his seat in the senate 


in 1887 and was sworn in last Saturday 
for another term of six years. He was 
the ranking minority member of the com- 
mittee on territories, military affairs and 
agriculture and forestly, also a member 
of several minor committees and chair- 
man of one of the minority committees, 

The funeral party will leave Washing- 
ton at 10:50 p. m., tomorrow evening, 
over the Southern railway for Tennessee. 

Seargeat-at-arms Casson, of the house, 
has designated the Tennessee delegation, 
consistin of Messrs. Brownlow, Hale, 
Moon, Butler, Houston, Gaines, Pagett,

Senate Adjourns, 

After a session of seven minutes the 
senate adjourned today out of respect to 
the memory of the late Senator Bate. 

In the absence of Mr. Carmack, of Ten- 
nessee, Sir. Gorman brought the senator’s 
death to the notice of the senate. He said: 

“I am charged with the duty of an- 
nouncing the death of Hon. B. W. Bate, 
late a senator from Tennessee. He died 
at his hotel at 6 o’clock this morning 
and the end came after a brief illness. 
This is not the tfme for eulogy, but I 
will add that he met the dread messen- 

er with the same calmness and Christian 
ortitude which has characterized his 
conduct throughout a long and eventful 
career.” 

Mr. German then presented the usual 
resolutions of regret at Senator Bate’s 
death, These resoiutions also directed the 
appointment of a committee of twelve 
senators to make preparations for the de- 
ceased senator’s funeral in the senate 
chamber at 2 p. m. tomorrow; authorized 
the extension of invitations to the presi. 
dent, the members of his cabinet, the 
supreme court of the United States, the 
diplomatic corps, the ranking officers of 
the navy and army and the house of rep- 
resentatives and directed the sergvant. 
at-arms to escort the remains to Senator 
Bate’s former home at Nashville, Tenn., 
for interment.

Three Prisoners Held for Com- 


plicity in Williams Murder 


Alleged That One of Party Had Been 


Seen Eating Potatoes and 
Two of the Tubers Were 
Found Near Dead 
Man’s Body. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street. 
Macon, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—A curi- 
ous case is that which involves three 
prisoners in the Bibb county jail, ar- 
rested on the suspicion of being impli- 
cated in the murder of Clayton \-il- 
llams, a young man of Wrightsville, on 
the night of November 5, 1904. 

From the testimony taken in the com- 
mitment trial held in Wrightsville soon 
after the murder, it seems that the ques- 
tion of the guilt or innocence of four 
young men and two young women chiefly 
hinged on two sweet potatoes produced 
@s evidence in court. These two po- 
tatoes were found near the dead man’s 
body, and it is this circumstantial ev!- 


dence upon which the state is said to) 


base its case against the young peopie. 

A party of six young people had, it is 
said, been to a mill near Wrightsville 
that Saturday night; they were return- 
ing, three in a front buggy, and three 
in a buggy to the rear. They claim 
that they found the body of Williams 
stretched dead in the middle of the 
road, the occupants of the front buggy 
passing it by as that of a drunkard, those 
in the rear buggy stopping to see what 
Was the matter. 

They also claim that Williams had 
Griven o from his store that night in a 
wagon with five negroes, and that thei: 
first sight of him was when they found 
his body in the road. They carried the 
news of their alleged discovery to the 
friends and relatives of Williams and 
there was soon considerable excitement 
among the people of Wrightsville. 

The six young people were arrested on 
suspicion. According to the attorney for 
the state, one of the young men had 
eaten potatoes before leaving the mill 
with the other five young people. Con- 
sequently the two potatoes found near 
the dead man’s body were used as evi- 
dence against the whole party. 

After their commitment to jail it was 
thought best to separate the six. Three 
of them, Arthur Moorman and the two 
young women, are now in jail at 
Wrightsville, and the other three, J. L. 
Outlaw, W. W. Walker and R. W. Price, 
are in the Bibb county jail. 

Divine Goes to the Pen. 

Macon, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—Rev. 
T QD. Martin, a colored divine, was sen- 
tenced this morning by Judge Hodges to 
twelve months on the chaingang with 
the alternative of paying a fine of $150. 
He was charged with simple larceny in 
the attempt to defraud other negroes. 
He is said to have worked under the pre- 
tense of a “pull” with Chief Conner and 
other officials at the city hall, promising 
to bring his’ client through the meshes 
of court trial for a small sum. Accord- 
ing to the testimony in court this morn- 
ing he usually got the small sum, and 
‘that was the last the other party heard 
of it.

It is not, however, mere desire to 
meet the president's suggestions that hag 
inspired this preliminary:-etep on the part 
of the senate, Two other elements en- 
tering into the situation have had much 
more to do with this action than any 
desire to please President Roosevelt. 

One of these is the necessity of se-- 
curing more revenue. The treasury de- 
ficit is a matter of concern with the 
republican leaders. They realize the ex- 
treme danger of attempting to defend a 
deficit before the people, and tney want 
to go into the congressional elections 
with a treasury st@tement showing a gur- 
plus. They fear that unless they can 
do this the popular demand for inter- 
na] improvements will be a menace not 
only to the administration policy’ of 
heavy appropriations for the navy, put 
even to cepublican puccess; and the 
election of a democratic house in 1906 
might gtart a democratic revival which 
would sweep the republican party from 
Power in 1908. 

The desire to avert sUch a possibility 
is one incentive toward this preparation 
for tariff revision. The other ig realiza- 
ton of the strength of the revision gen 
timent inside republican ranks. 

This latter fact was brought home to 
the republican leaders in a very. prac- 
tical way. Most of the stand-patters 
were willing enough to let a bill reduc- 
ing the tariff rates upon proaucts of the

The strongly condemnatory resolu- 
tions adopted by the legislature of 
Kansas indicate great dissatisfaction 
on the part of the cattle raisers of 
the west with the report on the go 
called beef trust recently promulgated 
by Mr. Garfield as chief of the bureay 
of coprorations. 

The Kansans are thoroughly of the 
opinion that the investigation made 
by Mr. Garfield’s men was not com: 
plete, and they urge the president to 
appoint some man of “experience, in- 
dependence and nerve” to make a fur. 
ther investigation. 

There seems to be no question that 
the cattle growers of the west have 
during recent years, had good ground 
for complaint. They have found th? 
price of cattle going steadily lower 
until the old profits in feeding for 
the market have been swept away 
They charge this to the fact that “thea 
producer of cattle knows there is bui 
one market and one purchaser for his 
product,” and at the door of that pur 
chaser he lays the responsibility for 
all his ills, which is nothing else than 
human nature. He is strengthened 
in his conviction that things are rad 
ically wrong when he sees, or assume? 
he sees, no reduction to the consume: 
at all in keeping with the reduction 
the raisers of cattle have had to 
stand. 

In the light of these conditions, the 
raiser is but human in his discon- 
tent with a finding of the bureau of 
corporations so at variance with his 
own understanding. He does not be- 
lieve Commissioner Garfield and his 
men have got at the facts. He be- 
lieves there is a combination or con- 
‘spiracy between the great beef com- 
panies, and he certainly has no faith 
in figures showing very small profit 
to these great companies. 

While the agitation against the beef 
trust began at a time of extraordinar- 
ily high prices and the decline since 
then may have weakened some of the 
arguments based upon such higt

In opening the annual convention 
of the National Republican Editorial 
Association, in Washington, its presi.

The intermingling of our people in social 
and business lines {is undermining the 
icy barrier. and under the softening 
sunlight of sympathy, justice and truth 
that barrier must ultimately disappear. 
Let it not be sai@ that we have not 
done our part toward this happy con- 
summation. 

This commendable spirit of gen- 
vine Droad Americanism, voiced on 
this conspicuous occasion by the able 
editor of Leslie’s Weekly, reflects & 
policy of that. paper toward the south 
and problems peculiarly southerc 
which The Constitution has more 
than once taken pleasure in commend: 
ing editorially. We cannot hear too 
much of this kind of patriotism, and 
it is especially gratifying to hear such 
expressions from such a source at a 
national convention professedly par- 
tisan ig its personnel and motive.

For Cheaper Freight Rates. 


(From The Chattanooga News.) 

Discussing the subject of freight rates 
between Chattanooga and Atlanta over 
the Western ad Atlantic road, The At- 
lanta Constitution contends that the 
state has authority to fix them under 
this provision in the lease contract with 
the operating company: ‘‘And said lease 
company shall charge no greater rate per 
ton ‘per mile on through freight on said 
railroad than the local rate allowed and 
fixed on Similar freights by the railroad 
commission for said railroad,’’ 

The Constitution adds: “It is appa- 
rent from the foregoing clause that, with 
the deeping of the Tennessee river, which 
must come in the course of the next few 
years, Georgia will be in a splendid po- 
sition to practically dictate terms to the 
railroads. Water rates from the great 
interior markets, and by way of the 
great lakes and the St. Lawrence, from 
the ports of the world to Chattanooga 
and railroad rates within the power of 
the Georgia railroad commission from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta, will form a key 
to the rate situation in this state. This 
development is already in sight, and when 
it comes it is readily apparent that Geor- 
gia will have the situation practically 
within her grasp.’’ 

That clause may, in the fullness of 
time, become of vast importance to both 
Chattanooga and Atlanta. A community 
of interest should at all times exist be- 
tween the two cities.

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President Roosevelt on Silk. 
Editor Constitution: In your issue of 
March 8 you have an interesting and 
pointed patriotic editorial in regard to 
which I beg herewith to make a few 


remarks. 


It was a noble deed of the “first lady of 
the land’’ to have her inauguration dress 
made on American looms and by Amer- 
ican workmen, and in the mother state 
(New Jersey) of the silk manufacturing 
industry of the United States. It was « 
patriotic effort to se¢ an example for the 
American women to purchase American 
silks for their various uses. 
The whole country had an opportunity 
recently to read the message of the 
president to both houses of the fifty- 
eighth congress, in which occurs this 


4 reference to American silk culture: 


“Careful preliminary work is being 
done toward producing our own silk. The 
mulberry trees are being distributed in 
large quantities. Eggs are being im- 
ported and distributed and two expert 
reelers were brought to Washington te 
reel the crop of cocoons and teach the 
art to our own people.”’ 

A year ago last month, the writer of 
these lines had the pleasure of spending 
a half hour with the president at the 
white house, previous to sailing for 
Europe, and at the conclusion of my 
pleasant conference with the president he 
assured me that he would do all possible 
to further the propagranda to establish 


silk culture in the United States. He has | 


certainly remembered our conversation 
and proven his promise. He has sent 
word to congress, and his wife has fol- 
lowed his patriotic interest for the good 
and welfare of the south, where silk can 
be raised. 

Perhaps no industry in the whole world 
has ever received the attention of those 
high in ranks as the silk industry, for 
it is one of the oldest industries in the 
world, and many a nation has been en- 
riched by it, We need only glance and 
examine the twenty-seventh annual re- 
port of the state of New Jersey, issued 
by the bureau of statistics, and here is 
what the director of the statistica] bu- 
reau Of New Jersey has to say: “The 
silk industry is not only the leading in- 
dustry of the state, but the state leads 
all others of the union in it. The silk 
industry in New Jersey is steadily ad- 
vancing.’’ 

By the census of 1900 the value of the 
silk product of the United States was 
$107,256,258 of which the mills of New 
Jersey produced $39,966,662, or 37.3 per 
cent of the total United States silk pro- 
duction. Since the census of 1900 the 
Output of the silk industry in the United 
States has largely increased, and the 
estimated value of manufactured silk for 
the fiscal year of 1905 will surely amount 
to $135,000,000. Naturally the increase 
will be proportionally large to the state 
of New Jersey. 

About forty years ago an Irishman 
landed in New York with no money and 
no friends, but he was a silk weaver by 
profession. A thrifty, healthy fellow he 
was. He immediately secured. work in 
the street cleaning department of the 
city of New York and the $2 per day 
which he earned he saved all of it, and 
very soon he imported a second-hand 
loom that would weave silk. Rent being 
high in New York, he went to a neigh- 
boring suburb, the city of Paterson, and 
hired a small room and secured raw silk 


| On credit, and soon he wove silk which 


found a ready and profitable sale in the 
silk markets of New York. This is 
roughly the start of silk manufacture 
in the United States, which has now 
reached a point that we are seG@ond to 
none, We lead France, once the greatest 
silk country in the world. No sooner did 
this Irishman make his start, but many 
followed; so that the state of New Jersey 
now has (!65 silk mills, employs 28,281 
persons and pays annually in wages $11,- 
328,537. Of the workmen in the silk 
mills of New Jersey nearly one-third 
receive wages weekly between $10 and 
$15. One-third receive between $6 and 
$10, while one-sixth, of which two-thirds 
are females, receive $5 and under, and 
over 2,000 receive $20 and over per week. 

The unutilized labor in the south and 
the all-year-round good climate, cheap- 
ness of living and the cheap motive pow- 
er to be hai from water power, all are 
great inducements to establish the man- 
ufacture of silk in Georgia and other 
southern states. The sooner silk mills 
are established here the quicker our 
farmers would be induced to take up the 
noble and profitable industry of raising 
silk, the better for our future. It is an 
industry worthy of the attention and co- 
operation of the entire state of Georgia 
and all other southern states, both for its 
raising and manufacture. 

To think that any stream that runs 
through Georgia will supply twice the 
amount of motive power to run all the 
silk mills of the United States, which 
number about 500, and the present slik 
mills of the north have to make their 
power by steam from coal, costing from 
$4 to $5 per ton. Will our water power, 
now going to waste, be utilized? 

The example of Roosevelt was timely 
and patriotic. Will the public of the state 
state of Georgia take the hint? How 
about the state press, who have already 
shown their good will and éencourage- 
ment in the silk-raising industry, bring- 
ing the matter before the next legisla- 
ture of the state of Georgia? The quick- 
er the state of Georgia will show to the 
worki that we can raise here, besides 
cotton, other products, such as silk, the 
quicker will come desirable immigrants. 

Silk culture, silk manufacture and im- 
migration should be seriously considered 
by the next legislature. Respectfully,

Approve Johnson’s Interview in 
Which He Defended President 
Harvie Jordan From Attack 
on Account of Advice to 
Hold Last Fall, 


Hon. J. A. Brown, a prominent mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
Southern Cotton Growers’ Association, 
end for the past ten years a member 
ef the state senate of North Carolina, 
passed through Atlanta yesterday on his 
way to New Orleans. 

At the recent New Orleans meeting, 
at which the Southern Cotton Growers’ 
Association was organized, a committee 
of one from each state was appointed to 
consider the establishment of aq ware 
house system to facilitate the movement 
to hoki cotton. Mr. Brown is the mem- 
bey from North Carolina, and was en 
route to New Orleans to attend the meet- 
ing of the committee, which assembies 
teday. 

“T was much inberested,” sald Mr. 
Brown, “in the interview with Hon. 
M. L. Johnson, president of the Georgia 


division of the cotton growers’ association, 


and especially in that part of it refer- 
ring to the criticism which has been di- 
rected against President Harvie Jor- 
dan for hig advice last fall to hold 
cotton when it was selling at above 10 
cents a pound. It sé@ms to me that 
President Johnson is exactly right in 
what he has to say on the subject, 

“Mr, Jordan was practically unknown 
to our people in North Carolina last fall 
and his views were probably not seen by 
iG per cent of the cottom growers. Yet 
the percentage of cotton held in North 
Carolina for higher prices is probably as 
large, or larger, than in any state in 
the cotton-growing belt. The truth is, 
many of the farmers held because they 
thought it was the thing to do, and they 
did it regardless of the advice of Pres- 
ig@ent Jordan, or any bodyelse. 

“No one thought the south would be 
able to produce even a 12,000,000-bale 
crop, and I do not believe it could raise 
more under normal! conditions, It was 
generally believed that a 12,000,000-bale 
crop would be readily absorbed at 10 
cents and 12 cents a pound. Under this, 
President Jordan was correct in advis- 
ing the farmers to hold their surplus. 
The European spinner was as badly de- 
ceived as the American grower or busi- 
ress man. To substantiate this state- 
ment, the Evropean spinner bought cot- 
ton as rapidly as it was offered at 10 
cents per pound, until the slump of De- 
cember 3, in the belief that the price 
would rise. Twelve months ago, the 
European spinners were holding meetings 
offering to put money to develop cotton 
growing in new lands. There was an 
almost unfversa] opinion in the cotton 
world that the south would not be able 
to produce enough cotton for the world’s 
needs. As a natural consequence, the en- 
tire business interests of the south ad- 
vised the farmer to grow cotton in larger 
quantities in the belief that he might 
reasonably expect 10 cents to 12 cents per 
pound, The prices then prevailing in 
themselves stimulated the planter to an 
abnormally heavy production, and, being 
aided by unprecedented weather and cli- 
matic conditions covering the whole south, 
from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, the 
crap grown was from 13,000,000 to 13,- 
500,000 bales. I take it that every man 
who is familiar with cotton growing will 
concede that these conditions will 
probably never exist again covering 
the entire cotton belt. We can 
not reasonably expect a yield of even 12,- 
000,000 another year with the same acre- 
age as last. 

“I have no doubt the acreage this 
year will be reduced fully 25 per cent, 
and believe that the remainder of this 
crop, if not marketed too rapidly, will 
be sold at around 10 cents per pound. 
There is an unprecedented demand for 
cotton goods, $15,000,000 being invested 
in new spindles in Manchester, England, 
alone. 

“IT h@ve neVer understood why the 
svuthern cotton grower forces his prod- 
uct on the market within sixty days 
from the time it is harvested. Any 
commercial] manufacturer who ran his 
plant for twelve months in the year, 
and then forced his enttre product on the 
market within from thirty to sixty days 
would naturally expect a depreciation in 
values of 50 per cent. The same thing 
is applicable to the cotton and wheat 
and corn crops of the world. Thus, from 
a& commercia] standpoint, Mr. Jordan’s 
advice was good, and I can not see 
where any just criticism can be made of 
him,”

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RETURN OF GUNS 


DEMANDED BY U.S, 


Georgia Military Schools Must 
Give Up Their Arms 


‘Ordnance Department Calls on Gov~ 
ernor Terrell to Turn Them in 
to Augusta Arsenal at Once. 
Will Ask to Retain Them 
Until End of Term, 


A demand was made upon Governor 
Terrell yesterday by the chief of the ord- 
nance department, U. 8S .A., for the re- 
turn of the old Springfield rifies which 
are now in the possession of several mil- 
itary schools of the state, and compliance 
with it will mean that these Georgia 
military schools will be left without arms 
for drill purposes. 

The letter calling for the return of 
these old arms is signed by Lieutenant 
Colonel A. H. Russell, of the United 
States ordnance department, and asks 
that the guns be sent at once to the 
arsenal at Augusta in accordance with 
instructions issued in September, |904. 

According to this letter, when new 
arms (the Krag-Jorgesen rifles) were is- 
sued to the state militia, it was provided 
in the act of congress that all of the old 
Springfield rifies should be returned to 
the government ordnance department. No 
exception was made, and there was no 
provision under which the _ military 


‘schools might be allowed to retain these 


arms. 
The Schools Affected. 

The military schools from which these 
old Springfield rifles are now demanded 
to be returned and the number in the 
possession of each are as follows: 

Rinehart college, at Walesca, 60 guns, 
caliber .50. 

Georgia Military academy, 
Park, 60 guns, caliber .45. 

Marist college, Atlanta, Ga., 25 guns, 
caliber .45. 

Cornelia Norma] school, Cornelia, Ga., 
35 guns, caliber .45. 

University of Georgia, Athens, Ga., 100 
guns, caliber .45. 

All of these colleges were supplied with 
the Springfield rifles by the United States 
government through the state. Thefe are 
several military schools in the state, 
however, such as those at Dahlonega, 
Gordon institute at Barnesville and one 
or two others to which arms were issued 
direct by the United States war depart- 
ment, and no demand has been made for 
the return of these. These latter schools 
are responsible for their arms direct to 
the war department, and not through the 
state. 

Governor To Take It Up. 

If these military schools are compelled 
to give up their arms before the end of 
the present term, it will greatly hamper 
them in their work. In order to prevent 
this, Governor Terrell] has taken the mat- 
ter up with the war department, and has ' 
made the specific request that the schools 
be allowed to retain their arms until the 
close of their present terms. 

Later on the matter will be taken up 
through Georgia’s delegation in congress. 
with a view to securing guns for these 
schools for drill purposes. These old 
Springfield rifles are practically worthless 
to the government, and when turn to 
the arsenals will be finally condemned and 
sold at a very small price. This will, 
doubtless, furnish the opportunity for 
many schools and colleges to supply 
themselves with arms at a very low cost; 
but in the meantime, unless they can 
get them from some source, they will be 
deficient in one of their most important 
features.

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PASSENGER RATE 


Chairman Brown's Motion to 


Be Heard April 20, 


He Thinks Passenger Fare on All 
Georgia Railroads Should Be 
Reduced to Two Cents a Mile 

for Reasons Stated Some 
Months Ago. 


———— 


Chairman J. Pope Brown's moiion 
filed with the state railroad commission 
some months ago, to put the passenger 
fare in Georgia down to 2 cents a mile, 
was yesterday set for a hearing before 


the railroad commission on Thursday, 


April 20. 

It will be remembered that Chairman 
Brown filed this motion last fall, giving 
“Feasong why he thought the passenger 
fare in Georgia should be reduced on all 
the main lines from 3 to 2 cents per mile. 
Bince that time the petition has been 
hanging fire until the commission could 
get an opportunity to give it a hearing. 
The commission yesterday decided it 
would take the matter up on April 20, 
and in the meantime all the railroads in 
the state will be given due notice in 
order that they may be represented and 
present argument from their standpoint. 

Chairman Brown stated he thought the 
passenger fare should be reduced to 2 
cents a mile pecause conditions in_Geor- 
gia warrant it. He contends t he 
railroads are doing a splendid business, 
and are well able to stand the reduction. 
Another reason he gives is that the rail- 
roads have in many instances falled to 
provide adequate depot accommodations 
for the people, and he thinks the rate 
should be reduced somewhat as a punil- 
tive measure. Mr. Brown believes that 
the railroads will make as much money 
at 2-cents per mile as at 3, for, he says, 
more people will ride, and the difference 
will thus be made up. ‘ 
‘The progress of the hearing before the 
commission in this matter will be watcn- 
ed with @ great deal of interest, 

Rule on Mixed Car Loads. 

The railroad commission yesterday 
aiopted a new rule relating to mixed car- 
load lots of freight, a subject which has 
not heretofore been passed upon by the 
commission. 


According to the new rule, which is the] 


same as that in force on lines north of 
the Ohio river, where a car load of 
freight made up of different classes is 
shipped by one consignor to one con- 
eiguee, the rate charged shall be the 
car-load rate on the highest class of 
freight included in the car load. As the 
matter stands at present, the less than 
car-load rate is charged on each portion 
of the freight so shipped, which makes 
the total rate considerably higher than 
will be the case under the new rule. 

The commission did not act yesterday 
on the pitition from the Griffin board of 
trade asking for a 20 per cent reduction 
in the commission's entire standard 
tariff, nor did it consider the petition of 
the Atlanta hardware men asking for a 
reduction on class M between Savannah 
and Atlanta. Both of these matters have 
been allowed to go over pending the con- 
ference which is to be held between Com- 
missioner Joseph M. Brown and certain 
railroad traffic officials tomorrow rela- 
tive to a revision of rates within the 
state. It is thought possible that this 
revision may satisfy the complainants in 
these cases, and jf so they can be dis- 
missed. 

Outside of the matters stated, the com- 
mission considered only routine business 
at its meeting yesterday.

“Nearly half of the amount is in hand, 
but a few banks in Georgia have refused 
to contribute anything, which, I think, 
must be due to misapprehension on tl@# 
part of the officers of these institutions 
as to the beneficial results that will ac- 
crue to every business interest in Geor- 
gia, and especially the banking business, 
if the full amount pledged by the bankers 
of the south is raised.

RECORD VERDICT 
FOR MRS, SMITH 


Jury Awards Her $20,000 
Damages for Death of 
Husband, 


The largest verdict ever given in Ful- 
ton county, and it is believed the largest 
Verdict ever given in a personal damage 
suit in the state of Georgia, was returned 
by a jury yesterday in Judge Reid's 
court. 

Mrs. Maud Smith was awarded $20,000 
damages for the death of her husband, 
Clyde Smith, who was killed while run- 
ning an Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
freight train near Hunterc’s Gap, in Ten- 
nessee, in the fall of !90!. She was 
represented by Arnold & Arnold, Reuben 
R. Arnold, of that firm, conducting the 
case. Smith, Hammond & Smith acted as 
defendants for the road. 

The largest verdict ever rendered in 
Fulton county in a damage suit prior to 
that awarded yesterday was $/8,000, 
which amount in gamages was awarded 
by a jury in what was known as_ the 
“Dooley case.’’ 

Mrs. Smith, the plaintiff in the suit 
concluded yesterday, was suing for $25,- 
000 damages and her case had been on 
trial since Monday morning. She sued as 
administratrix of her husband's estate 

According to the testimony in the trial 
the deceased engineer was running a 
freight engine to which were attached 
about twelve foaded cars. The tender of 
his engine was in front and, it was 
Stated by -witnesses, the rails spread, 
causing the wheels of the tender to 
leave the track, which in turn deralled 
the engine itself and in the smashup 
which followed the engineer sustained 
fatal injuries. 

Judge Reid aoncluded his charge 
Shortly after noon yesterday and the 
jury retired. In less than an hour they 
brought in the big $20,000 verdict.

cerning these properties were supposed to 


be awaiting for that decision to be pro- 
mulgated. There was no authoritative 
news regarding the plans today, but the 
demand for the stocks relieved the mar- 
ket from some of the representative in- 
fluence due to their lethargy.
